Tasbon, February 2.—A hoy king, who 
henceforth will be known as Manuel I, 
is tonight the ruler of the kingdom of 
Portugal. and the revolution into which 
the instigators of the bloody events _of 
yesterday had hoped to plunge the 
country hag not yet, at least, engulfed 
the nation. 

Franco, the dictator and real com- 
mander of the country’s destinies, 
whom the moral and physical might, of* 
of all parties and powerful interests, 
has not succeeded in destroying, -re- 
mains still the triumphant leader, not 
only uneconquered and unaffrighted, but 
retained in power by the new king, de- 
termined at all hazards and at all costs 
to prevent further violence and insur- 
rection and to preserve the monarchy, 
RUMORED THAT REPUBLIC 

1S PROCLAIMED AT OPORTO 

The only word or indication that uni- 
in Portugal had possibly 
been broken, came from Oporto in the 
form of a rumor that a republic had 
been proclaimed there, but this was not 
confirmed. Lisbon, far from being a 
scene of revolutionary outbreaks, seems 
prostrated with grief. The 
streets are silent and the people, wear- 
ing emblems of mourning, pass slowly 
and sorrowfully, discussing the murder 
of the king and the crown prince, 

The cowardly shooting of the king in 
the back calls forth words of execra- 
tion on the regicides, while the govern- 
ment declares that the murdererg will 
strengthen the cause of the mon-

situation with the intention of forestall- 


ing a possible outbreak of violence in 
the monarchy. A meeting of the coun- 
cil of state was held today, at which it 
was decided to observe special precau- 
tions at the frontier and rigid rules will 
be enforced concerning the passage 
across the frontier of individuals, traf- 
fic and merchandise. 

Immediately after the council of state 
had concluded its session. Premier 
Maura left for Seville by special train 
for a consultation with King Alfonso. 

The foreign office today gave out a 
Statement saying that the assassins 
numbered six, all of them being armed 
with carbines and revolvers. They were 
paid by political agitators, enemies of 
the government. One of the slain regi- 
cides was a Frenchman, according to 
the statement, and encircling his body 
was a belt filled with gold, the profit 
for his share in the murderous act. 
Simultaneously with the assassinations 
the statement also savs an armed banée 
surrounded the home of Premier Fran- 
co in the outskirts of the city, but wags 
beaten off by the guards. 

Provoked by Negligence. 

The Spanish press, while expressing 
sorrow and indignation at the assassi- 
nations, makes various comments on the 
political aspect of the murders. The 
liberal say they probably were proviked 
by the negligence of the Portuguese gov- 
ernment, adding: 

“We can only suppose that Premier 
Franco, the mora] author of the hor- 
rors, if not yet dead from remorse, has 
already retired from public life.’’ 

The Liberal welcomes rumors that the 
Spanish ministry of war will send 
troops to the Portuguese frontier in 
readiness for any eventuality. 

The Imparcial declares that the offi- 
cers of the Madrid garrison have been 
ordered to remain in barracks. The 
paper is of the opinion that the errors

Thaw brought a large sum of money 
with him to the hospital, but finding 
he would not be allowed its custody, 
handed it to a newspaper man, who 
turned it over to his counsel. During 
the week provision will be made by 
the family for special meals and table 
delicacies for Thaw, the money being 
placed in the hands of the authorities.

in Throes of Campaign. 


In the year 1900 Kentucky was in the throes 
of one of the bitterest political campaigns she 
has ever experienced, the rival parties, dem- 
ocratic and republican, having as their nom- 
inees, William Goebel and W. S&S. Taylor, re- 
spectively. For some preposterous alleged 
irickery in the primary. Goebel had incurred 
the enmity of a wing of his own* party. Com- 
bined wiih these wag a majority of the newa- 
papers of the state and the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad--a no mean opponent in 
Kentucky—wiio had suffered pecunlarlly at the 
hands of Goebel in damage lawsuits. The 
contest was a bitter one, both parties alleg- 
ing fraud having been committed a]] over the 
state. However, the oficial count gave Taylor 
a majority of 5,000 approximately. Goebel, 
being informed of the outrageous frauds oc- 
curring in the mountain counties, determined 
t» contest the election, a privilege extended 
to every office-seeker by the Statutory laws 
of the state of Kentucky, however groundless 
such claims might be. When Taylor heard 
of Goebel’s determination, he straightway 
summoned his advisory council, composed of 
Finley, Powers, Youtsey and other of their 
iik, and from recent disclosures and confes- 
sions the plot to assassinate Goebel was 
hatched then and there, but a more immediate 
subject demanded their attention. and that 
Was the means whereby they might accom- 
Plish thir purpose. No doubt the fertile 
brain of Powers (the being the only one that 
had any brains), the man who has been per- 
Secuted and whvuse petition for pardon many 
citizens of Atlanta will be requested tu sign, 
concocted a diabolical scheme w hich, to some 
extent, he carried into effect. In substance 
it amounted to this: Under the right every 
citizen enjoys, dating back in English law to 
the Magna Charter, of peacefully petitios og 
the lawmakers to retrieve past grievances, or 
request future Induigaficées, théy called on the 
scalawags, ruffians and cutthroats of the 
mountains to peacefully assemble in Frankfort 
the capital, and ‘petition the legislature to 
turn a deaf ear to Goebel's contentions. 

Chaperoned Petition. 


was delegated to chaperone the 
peaceful petitioners, and he immediately re« 
paired to the fastnesses of the mountains, 
there to corral his army. His task would 
have proven too burdensome, no doubt, had 
he not been ab?y assisted by the Louisville 
und Nashville railroad, who, gratis, furnished 
transportation to Powers’ motley horde. 
From Harlan, Bell, Whitely, and Breathitt 
counties he selected his peaceful petitioners, 
furnished each with a free pass, good on the 
Loulsville and Nashville, and incidentally dia- 
tributed a few gallons of his mountain dew 
corn whisky, and cautiously advised all it 
would be wise io carry their side arms, com- 
monly called ‘owl heads,’ in case a member of 
the legislature might become refractory and 
refuse their request. Before going further 
let me explain that the men Powers had 
chosen were not the native mountaineers, 
whose reputation for fighting is national, but 
men of the lowest type, saloon bums, broken- 
down gamblers and cocaine fiends, who saw 
in the proposed pligrimage an opportunity to 
gratify their appetite and ply their trade. 

Middilesboro, the metropolis of Bell county, 
sent 200 strong, both in muscle and scent, 
armed to the teeth, and three-fourths of 
them were intoxicated before they left. All 
down the Loulsville and Nashville road, at 
every small station, crowds clambered aboard, 
composed of the same stripe of men as men- 
tioned above. Singing, dice-throwing, drink- 
ing and cursing were in order, and with a 
ferene look of Satisfaction, Powers surveyed 
his peaceful petitioners. In course of time 
this train reached its destination, but not 
until the coaches were nearly put out of com- 
mission by the frequent use of the ‘‘ow? 
heads.” After the arriviT. the problem con- 
fronted Powérs of providing quarters for his 
‘“Jambs.’’ But, on second thought, he remem- 
bered he was secretary of state and had the 
power of the throne behind him, and it was 
but natural that he should press jnto service 
the tentg belonging to the militia of the state. 

A Warlike Appearance. 


Powers

In this connection, we would call at- 
tention to the requirements for ice cream.

MUSQUITOES. 


During summer of 1907 the 
Ordinance was actively enforced by Dr. Ken- 
nedy, and excellent results followed the em- 
ployment of Inspectors to prevent the develop- 
ment of mosqijtoes about the residences. 
The members of the board will recall that 
this mosquito work was originaily undertaken 
principally for the purpose of exterminating 
the yellow fever mosqulit) (stegomyta). and 
this was practically accomplished by the work 
of the Inspectors.

SEEKS TO OUST 
CITY FATHERS 


Ex-City Judge of Washington 
Creates a Sensation by 
Petition. 


Washington, Ga., February 2.—(S8pe- 
cial.)\—Gomething of a mild sensation 
Was produced here yesterday when a 
petition waa filed with the clerk of the 
Wilkes superior court by Former Judge 
of the City Court Hon. W. H. Toombs, 
asking that the mayor and six council- 
men of the city of Washington be de- 
posed on the ground of ineligibility to 
hold office under the new charter of the 
city which was created by an act of the 
state legislature in 1894. 

Judge Toombs, in his petition to Judge 
Worley, cites the. fact that under the 
law, the election for mayor and coun- 
cilmen of Washington must be held at 
the courthouse on the second Monday 
in Jamuary, biennially, amg that’ the 
election must be held either by the 
judge, the ordinary of Wilkes county or 
a justice of the peace acting in con- 
junction with two freeholders. The pe 
titioner avers that an “alleged” elec- 
tion was held on the second Monday in 
January, 1907, and at that time Mayor 
Barksdale and the six councilmen com- 
posing the board commenced 
discharge of duties which they had no 
right under the law to perform. As the 
election in January of last year, it is 
charged, was not. held in accordance 
with the law, the petitioner declares it 
was null and void and prays that Judge 
Worley will depose the present mayor 
and council and order an election for 
new municipal officers. 

Sheriff Bobo yesterdey served a copy 
of the petition upon the mayor and six 
councilmen of the city of Weshington 
who are ordered by Judge Worley to 
show cause before him at Biberton on 
the seventh day of February why they 
should not have the writ of quo war- 
ranto issued against them and be de- 
posed as prayed in the petition by the 
former judge of Washington's city 
court.
